COMMUNITY ENGAGEMENT 

PAMA staff engages with the community 
through collaboration and partnership to build 
relationships through innovative ventures. 

In 2016, PAMA created the exhibition. 

Veterans Voices: Commemorating the 100th 
Anniversary of the No. 2 Construction 
Battalion, in partnership with Legacy Voices. 
This exhibition shared the untold story of 
Canada's only segregated Black Battalion and 
was shown as part of the Battalion's 1 00th 
Anniversary celebrations in Nova Scotia.

HEALTH OF THE COMMUNITY 

Culture and heritage are important components 
to the health of a community and PAMA was 
involved with several health initiatives over the 
past year. 


In partnership with McMaster University and 
William Osier Health Service Family Medicine 
Teaching Centre, PAMA designed a visual literacy 
program for medical students that sensitize 
emerging medical professionals to patient needs 
and methods of expression. Students explored 
the PAMA collection and were introduced to 
hands on activities that explore design, art 
interpretation, symbolism, and Indigenous 
Cultures. The program enhances medical 
professionals' ability to connect with patients in 
new ways, the benefits of which will be felt in 
many communities in years to come. 

CONNECTING WITH YOU 

PAMA strives to create an environment that 
fosters connectivity and sparks open dialogue. 

To research and prepare for the Peel 150 : 
Stories of Canada exhibition , museum staff 
asked visitors, What does Canada mean to 
youl Visitors shared their ideas of Canada - 
home, peace, freedom, diversity. 

In fall 2016, an exhibit entitled Hurontario 
Street - Linking Peel was launched. The exhibit 
provided a unique opportunity to explore the 
history of one of the most vital road networks 
in Peel. Archival materials, including historic 
maps, plans, photographs, documents, and 
aerial images were used to explore why 
Hurontario Street is so central to the history 
and development of many communities within 
Peel. The exhibition will travel to locations in 
Brampton, Caledon and Mississauga into 2017, 
allowing PAMA to share the history of the 
region with residents.

BUILDING A COMMUNITY 

PAMA actively engages in community building 
on many levels with a focus on inclusion and 
accessibility. 

In May, PAMA partnered with The FOLD 
Festival, a weekend-long festival that celebrates 
literary diversity. The festival brings together 
writers with diverse backgrounds and 
experiences to foster learning and inclusion.

VISITOR ENGAGEMENT 

Visitor engagement plays a key role in program 
development at PAMA. We strive to create 
programs and exhibitions that will keep the 
community inspired and connected to culture 
and heritage. 

During the Pokemon Go phenomenon of 2016, 
PAMA reached out to millennial enthusiasts 
of the game to engage and connect through 
social media. 

Towards the end of their exhibition, The Twins 
participated in a social media event from their 
home in Liverpool, England with guests at 
PAMA. This project exemplified in a deep and 
meaningful way how art can help to build a 
cohesive community.

EXHIBITIONS 
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PAMA's reputation for presenting innovative 
exhibitions is now firmly established. PAMA 
hosts an ambitious, regularly changing 
exhibition program in the Archives, Art Gallery 
and Museum. 

ART GALLERY 

The art exhibition program comprised dynamic, 
community-based projects, regional art and a 
curated exhibition of the internationally recognized 
collaborative duo, the Singh Twins in 2016. 

The year launched with our collaborative 
project entitled From the Heart of Turtle Island: 
Contemporary First Nations Art from Manitoulin 
Island. Our partners in the project included the 
Ojibwe Cultural Foundation; Wikwemikong 
Art Gallery; Wikwemikong Development 
Commission; Wikwemikong Board of Education 
and Fisher Wavy. The exhibition included some 
thirty-five artists whose work ranged from 
paintings and drawings, to prints, carvings and 
relief paintings formed from corrugated paper 
and birch bark.

The exhibition treated the themes around his 
connection to place and its deep history, and 
to the effects of European contact on the First 
Nations on and around Manitoulin Island. 

Our spring exhibition program focussed on the 
PAMA-produced blockbuster The Singh Twins: A 
Retrospective. The paintings of Amrit Singh and 
Rabindra Singh, combine traditional Sikh painting 
motifs and forms with contemporary subject 
matter reflecting daily lives, politics and history. 

Our aim for art exhibitions remained focused 
on community engagement and working with 
a spectrum of partners to produce and present 
excellent, engaging exhibitions.

MUSEUM 

PAMA embraces the Region of Peel's 
commitment to working with communities 
through consultation, co-creation and 
partnership with a wide range of residents 
and agencies in exhibition and program 
design, development, and delivery. Arts 
and heritage hubs like PAMA are creative 
spaces where deeper connections within our 
diverse community can be made, and where 
collaborative approaches for addressing 
community issues can occur. 

The exhibition Veterans' Voices: Commemorating 
the 1 00th Anniversary of the No. 2 Construction 
Battalion was the result of a collaborative 
partnership between PAMA and The Legacy 
Voices Project, which researches and promotes 
knowledge of the significant contribution of Black 
Canadians to our military history. 


The Lome Scots (Peel, Dufferin and Halton 
Regiment) celebrated its 150th anniversary in 
201 6. PAMA was proud to partner with the 
Regiment, Lome Scot Regimental Museum, and 
Halton Heritage Services to develop a travelling 
exhibition to commemorate this important 
milestone. By weaving together stories of the 
past and present, the exhibition helps visitors to 
imagine and better understand the experiences 
of these brave soldiers. 

PAMA was honoured to host a group of over 
1 50 members of the Lome Scots Cadet Corps 
for a viewing of the exhibition. The Cadets 
were excited to learn more about the history 
that they are now a part of. 

In addition to the host of exhibitions in 2016, 
the Museum team developed numerous 
interactive activities designed to engage with 
visitors. Visitors were invited to comment, 
answer questions, or leave suggestions. These 
opportunities allowed them to participate in 
the exhibition and to share their comments 
with other visitors. Their remarks were 
collected and collated by staff to inform future 
exhibition planning, including Peel 150: Stories 
of Canada in 2017.

ARCHIVES PROGRAM 



The Archives plays a unique role in the Region 
of Peel, being the official repository for the 
archival records of not only the Region, but 
also the municipalities of Brampton, Caledon 
and Mississauga. The Archives also acquires 
and conserves records of individuals, families 
and organizations. 



Interested visitors had the opportunity to visit Archives storage 
with Regional Archivist Jim Leonard during Archives Awareness 
Week in 201 6. 


Reference services for the public are a core 
function of the Archives. We maintain a 
public reading room to support the work 
of municipal staff, historians, planners, 
genealogists and researchers. Archivists 
supported 1,135 research enquires in 2016 
and completed over 3,000 retrievals from our 
collection holdings. 

In 2016 the Archives continued to encourage 
the skills development of young professionals. 

In the winter the Archives hosted a student 
in the York University Public History program 
who launched an in-depth research project 
in support of the Credit Valley Trail project. 
Another student completed an inventory of 
the Ken Hay photographic fonds comprising 
200,000 photographic images, and a recent 
graduate from the University of Toronto worked 
on a new inventory of our map collections. 



The Archives continued to use social media to 
share information about our archival holdings, 
programs and services with wide and diverse 
audiences. The Peel Archives blog spotlights 
records under our care while also explaining 
what archives do and why. In 201 6, the blog 
had 1 1,554 views. 

A new online visual catalogue of the Frost 
Postcard Collection was launched to promote 
digital access to our collections. It features 
digital images and descriptions of almost 
300 historical postcards of communities 
throughout Peel from about 1900 to 1983. 

A scan of each postcard was posted on 
Archeion, the province's archival information 
network maintained by Archives Association 
of Ontario (AAO). 

With funds generously provided by donors 
during the 201 5 Annual Campaign, the Archives 
launched a project to digitize 19 reels from its 
moving image holdings. Digitization supports 
preservation of the originals and expands 
opportunities to share rare footage through 
social media and exhibits. The Archives digitized 
footage of streetscapes, scenes and events across 
Peel, along with rare footage of the AVRO Arrow. 



While gaining practical experience in their chosen field, students 
and interns provide the Archives at PAMA with valuable assistance 
with collections and research. 
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ACQUISITION HIGHLIGHTS 



PAMA's collection is held in trust for the people 
of Peel. Through the generosity of in-kind 
donors and a purchase program supported by 
monetary donations, PAMA continues to build 
the document, art and artifact collections. 

In 2016, PAMA updated our Collections Policies 
into one unified policy which encompasses the 
Archives, Art Gallery, and Museum collections 
and conforms to the Canadian Museum 
Association's Ethical Guidelines. 

ARCHIVAL RECORDS 

The Archives holdings 
continued to grow in 
2016 with acquisitions 
ranging in size from a 
single photograph to 
boxes of records. 

Some of the 
significant items in 
the 122 acquisitions 
of this year included 
a large grouping of 
municipal archival 
records, which 
included the transfer 
of 250 videotapes 
from the Region's 
Marketing and Communications department, 
design competition records for Mississauga's 
City Hall and Civic Square and a large number of 
digital photographs from the City of Brampton's 
Business Development, Tourism, Film Services and 
Marketing staff. 

The Archives also acquired important records 
created by organizations, families and groups. 
Some significant additions include: 


• Betty Odium fonds (Betty was a prolific 
photographer whose work vividly documents 
the changing built and natural landscape of 
Brampton) 

• Seto family fonds (a Chinese-Canadian family, 
the Seto family operated the Wellington Cafe 
in downtown Brampton from the early 1950s 
to the early 1960s) 

• Joseph Zammit fonds and Graham Bryan fonds 
(relating to Riverwood Park, Mississauga) 

• Rare postcard of an oil derrick in Cooksville, 
circa 1908 

• Gordon Thomas Vivian fonds (relating 
to Brampton's 1967 Centennial Caravan 
Committee) 

• Ron Duquette fonds (donated photographs 
and videos documenting Ron's work with 
Mississauga organizations, businesses, and 
politicians) 

• Charters family fonds (1 1 rolls of photographic 
negatives documenting Brampton resident 
Samuel Charter's service during the Second 
World War) 

WORKS OF ART 

The history of PAMA's art collection is rooted in 
the generosity of individuals who have donated 
art works or funds to purchase art works. 

This legacy has resulted in the creation of an 
outstanding cultural treasure that was enhanced 
further in 201 6 with the acquisition of 1 02 art 
works, involving 1 6 donors, 4 purchases using 
donated funds and an institutional transfer. 

• 55 art works were donated by 12 long 
term and 4 first time donors representing

ARTIFACTS 

In 2016, the Museum collected 86 artifacts 
as we continued to fill gaps in our existing 
collection by focussing on Peel related 
objects from the past fifty years. Our goal for 
contemporary collecting is to better represent 
daily life, as well as to ensure that the diversity 
of Peel is better reflected in our collections. 

Both the object and the related story are 
important, and by collecting these together, we

can share untold stories of Peel 

through exhibitions and programs.

PROGRAMS 



PAIWYs educational and public programs 
encourage, engage and enhance experiences with 
exhibitions, art, artifacts and archival documents. 

An innovative program that premiered in 2016 
was an artist-in-residence project that brought 
at-risk youth and an artist together in an 
inspiring painting workshop that culminated in 
a stirring exhibition. 

Mike Cywink, whose artwork was featured 
in the exhibition From the Heart of Turtle 
Island: Contemporary Art from Manitoulin 
Island, collaborated with students from the 
Peel Alternative North School. Together, artist 
and students created a colourful and moving 
multi-part circular mural project interpreting the 
Wikwemikong First Nation's Governing Council 
clan animals symbolizing the Seven Grandfather 
Teachings - bravery, truth, humility, love, honesty, 
respect and wisdom. This collaborative residency 
allowed the students to make resonant works 
of art while learning about important values and 
developing life skills. The mural was on display at 
PAMA throughout 201 6. 

In 2016, our education department delivered 284 
programs in the facility and out in the community.

In total we involved nearly 6,000 participants of all 
ages in our many and diverse offerings. 

School Programs 

PAMA's school programs enhance the provincial 
curriculum while also helping to build our 
future audiences. Our wide-ranging collections 
and exhibitions serve as imaginative points 
of departure and inspiration for our school 
programs that are meant to encourage 
students to engage, explore and connect with 
their inner creativity and their communities.

Visiting students often return to PAMA with 
their families to re-visit and share that first 
moment of creative inspiration, or to explore 
again an element of their own or their 
communities' shared histories. 

In 2016, PAMA once again participated in 
Giving Tuesday to encourage donations to 
community initiatives. We raised funds to bring 
students from less fortunate neighbourhoods 
on a class visit to PAMA. Generous donations 
will allow at least 5 classes from Peel to visit 
PAMA in 2017. 


PROGRAMS FOR THE PUBLIC 



From drop-in activities to lectures and musical 
performances, to registered classes and day 
camps, PAMA produced and presented a wide 
array of opportunities for our many audiences 
to embrace lifelong learning. 

Our skilled educators provided themed 
programs to 1 ,875 seniors in Long Term Care 
and Retirement residences across the Region 
of Peel. Through our "Museum Memories" 
and "Young at Heart" programs, seniors were 
offered the opportunity to come together and 
share stories, while enjoying art workshops or 
object-based presentations. 

Thanks to generous funding provided by 
the Brampton and Caledon Community 
Foundation, many youth and adults were 
able to take part in our Creative Expressions 
workshops. Designed for participants with 
special needs, this program enables participants 
to develop skills and confidence through the 
creative process.
